The only disappointment in Sun- 
day’s 350th Anniversary Parade is that

Instead, all five selectmen were 
right up front waving to some 30,000 
people who came to see the extravagan- 
za. They were followed by Andover’s 
veterans, Grand Marshal James D. 
Doherty and the entire 350th Anniver- 
sary Committee, and more than 80 oth- 


er bands, floats, performers and other

groups. The entire event lasted three 
hours and went off without any serious 
problems. 

“As far as I know, we had no glitch- 
es,” Mr. Doherty said Monday. “It was 
a great show.”

fter two anxious hours of 
Avan for the final results of 
state-representative race 
with low voter turnout, a relieved 
Barry Finegold approached the 
entrance to his victory party and 
embraced his mother for the first 
time as the Democratic candidate to 
represent the 17th Essex District. 
“Oh my God,” he said to her. 
It was that close. 
But in a hard-fought race in which 
the swing of a neighborhood and the 
decision of undecided voters could

have changed the outcome, Mr. Fine- 
gold managed to hold off a strong pri- 
mary showing from Denise Parsons, 
with a final, unofficial tally of 1,177 
for him, 1,027 for her. There were 142 
blank ballots. 

“With the weather conditions the 


way they were, I thought anything 
was possible,” Mr. Finegold said 
Tuesday evening. “It was just a feel- 
ing of relief. I might have slept three 
hours last night.” 

Immediately following the 150- 
vote victory, Andover and Lawrence 
Democrats began lining up behind 
Mr. Finegold to support him in his 
race against Republican James Fox. 

About 30 minutes after the first 
cries of “We won!” lit up Mr. Fine- 
gold’s supporters at Palmer’s Restau- 
rant, Ms. Parsons strode up the steps

Veterans agent 


receives award

The commissioner of the 
state’s Department of Veterans 
Services recently presented John 
J. Lewis, Andover’s veterans 
agent, that agency’s highest 
annual award. 

The Dan Watson Award is pre- 
sented to the veterans agent who, 
in the opinion of the commis- 
sioner, has best demonstrated 
the characteristics or the “ideal” 
veterans agent during the previ- 
ous year, according to Commis- 
sioner Thomas J. Hudner Jr. 

“For many years, John has 
been dedicated to his work and 
has won the acclaim of those he 
has helped through the year, and 
the admiration of his townspeo- 
ple who look to him for guidance 
in all matters pertaining to patri- 
otic events. His reputation has 
brought great credit to all veter- 
ans agents of the common- 
wealth,” Commissioner Hudner 
said in a release. 

Mr. Lewis, 72, of 40 Brown St. 
and a Navy veteran, has been 
Andover’s veterans agent 22 
years. 

There are no specific criteria 
for the award. The commissioner 
makes his decision based pri- 
marily on his personal observa- 
tion, but also on the agent’s repu- 
tation among his fellow agents, 
and on unsolicited remarks by 
those who are familiar with his 
work. No one is formally nomi- 
nated for the honor. _ 

Commissioner Hudner said he 
considered such characteristics 
as Mr. Lewis’ “competence in = 
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“cacy ford Wane: ik Veter- 


ans issues, his helpfulness to vet- 
erans and non-veterans in veter- 
ans-related matters, his relation- 
ship with municipal officials, 
which might have positive effect 
on veterans, and his initiatives 
in assisting veterans outside the 
parameters of’ what is required 
by law. 

“The awardee is one whom 
the commissioner would hold up 
as an exceptional example of 
those who administer the coun- 
try’s finest veteran’s support sys- 
tem,” Commissioner Hudner 
wrote. 

The award was supposed to be 
presented during a banquet at 
the annual Massachusetts Veter- 
ans Service Agents Association 
conference in June, but the 
recipient is always kept a secret, 
and Mr. Lewis had left before the 
dinner. The gold-embossed stat- 
uette symbolizing service was 
presented to him later at the 
commissioner’s office. 

The award is named for a vet- 
erans agent from Athoi who, at 
the time it was established, was 
considered to be deserving of 
special recognition for his dedi- 
cation to the cause of veterans.

Sen. Kerry in Andover 


Sunday for fund-raiser

Fresh off his verbal Slugfest with 
Gov. William F. Weld Monday, Sen. 
John F. Kerry will be in Andover Sun- 
day, Sept. 22, to draw some Essex 
County cash into his corner. 

Sen. Kerry will be at the home of 
Donald and Lauren Miller, of 32 
Stoneybrook Circle. The Democratic 
fund-raiser is expected to last from 4 to 
6 p.m. 

Dr. Miller was approached by the 
Kerry Committee about helping the 
candidate, and he believes the fund- 
raiser was the best way he could con- 
tribute, he said. 

“They were aware I had been a sup- 
porter of Sen. Kennedy,” said Dr. 
Miller. “I got involved because I like 
Sen. Kerry a lot and I think he’s got a 
very tough race.” 

Three televised debates and more 
than six weeks of commercial time 
remain before the Nov. 5 national elec- 
tion. 

“Unfortunately it’s come down to 
TV, which comes down to money, so 
this seemed the best way to help 
them,” said Dr. Miller. 

The Kerry Committee and Dr. 
Miller sent out invitations, said Dr. 
Miller, “But anyone who wants to 
come and is willing to contribute is 
welcome to come.” 

He said the suggested contribution 
is either $250 or $150 per couple. 

“There’s going to be plenty of food 
and drink,” chuckled Dr. Miller, when 
asked about preparations. 

As of Tuesday, around 25 couples 
had issued a check to rub elbows with 
the senator, and Dr. Miller said he is 
hoping about 100 people will attend. 


One of those expected to be on hand 
is U.S. Congressman and well-docu- 
mented Patriots fan Marty Meehan, 
despite the existence of a 1 p.m. Patri- 
ots home game. John O’Brien, state 
senator, is also slated to attend.

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Mind matters when it comes to healing

Physician — and firefighter, farmer, secre- 
tary or secret agent - you can help heal thy- 
self. It’s all a matter of mind over body. 

That’s the message Peggy Huddleston will 
bring to Christ Church on Central Street 
Tuesday, Oct. 1. The public is invited. 

Ms. Huddleston, a Cambridge psychother- 
apist, is the author of 
Prepare for Surgery, 
Heal Faster, a book 
describing mind-body 
techniques she claims 
help people better pre- 
pare and recover from 
operations. Ms. Hud- 
dleston sells a relax- 
ation tape with her 
book. 

“It’s something that 
I’ve always intuitively 
believed,” said Ms. 
Huddleston, of using 
the mind to help with 
healing. 

But the techniques 
“have to be in the hands of the person that’s 
motivated. It’s not like taking two aspirin 
and the aspirin does the work,” she said. 
“The person has to do it. A lot of times it’s a 
lot easier to take the aspirin.” 

Ms. Huddleston, a Harvard Divinity 
School graduate, said she has taught work- 
shops on using the mind to reduce stress for 
about 20 years. Periodically, people would 
ask her if they could use an adaptation of her 
stress-reduction techniques to prepare for 
surgery. 

So she came up with five healing steps 
people can use to prepare for surgery. Ms. 
Huddleston said studies show many people 
who use mind-body techniques leave hospi- 
tals sooner and use less pain medication. 

The five steps in Ms. Huddleston’s book 
are: 

¢ Relax to feel peaceful; 

¢ Imagine yourself well and doing some- 
thing you enjoy; 

¢ Organize a support group of friends, 
family and even pets to give you love; 

« Repeat healing statements; and 

« Meet your anesthesiologist before the

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surgery. 

Ms. Huddleston believes that 
by putting the mind -in a peaceful 
state during the weeks before 
surgery, the body will be better 
prepared. She said long-term 
stress puts the body in an agitat- 
ed position similar to its fight-or 
flight response that creates “a 
cascade of more than 30 hor- 
mones.” The effectiveness of the 
body’s immune system can be 
buried under this cascade. 

Ms. Huddleston also suggests 
patients do things such as ask 
their doctor or anesthesiologist 
to repeat affirming phrases while 
the patient is unconscious 
because the mind is in a more 
accepting state. 

Julie McCoy-Needham of 
North Andover is one of those 
who used Ms. Huddleston’s tech- 
niques and she stands by the 
results. 

“I had a really fast recovery. 
Nobody, the doctors and nurses, 
could believe how fast a recovery 
I had,” said Ms. McCoy-Need- 
ham, who experienced very little 
bruising and could eat right 
away. “Within a few hours I was 
asking for chicken soup, which 


the nurse thought was astonish- 
ing. They called me their star 
patient.” 


Power of the mind 

Although Ms. Huddleston’s 
book deals with some seemingly 
less-than-scientific subjects — she 
suggests patients should tell 
their friends to “wrap me ina 
pink blanket of love,” for 
instance — the book does mention 
several studies that support 
mind-body techniques. 

Her book also contains very 
practical suggestions for those 
approaching surgery. One inter- 
esting idea is to schedule an 
operation for Friday the 13th, if 
such a day is available. Because 
many people are superstitious, 
the operating rooms are usually 
less busy and the staff can pay 
more attention to each patient. 

Ms. Huddleston acknowledges 
that some people are skeptical of 
her techniques and said many of 
the people who come to her talks 
are “skeptical, jaded and scared.” 

“Often they would have tried 
everything else and when they 
tried this they would get the 
relief they’d been looking for,”

she said. 

She said she’s still surprised by what peop): 
tell her the mind can do. “I think ’'m always 
surprised. I’m always surprised because you 
never know when they (mine-body tech 
niques) will work and when they won’! 
because it’s not like popping a pill. It takes the 
person to use them,” said Ms. Huddleston. 
“That’s such a mysterious thing, the commit 
ment of the person, because you never know 
how much they’ve invested in it, what their 
beliefs are.” 

Ms. Huddleston believes a study published 
in the World Journal of Surgery back in 198° 
shows the power of the mind. As part of the 
study, people needing chemotherapy were 
divided into two groups, she said. One group 
was given chemotherapy pills while the other 
group was given placebos or sugar pills. 
According to the study, 30 percent of the con 
trol group - the people who were taking onl) 
sugar pills — lost their hair. 

“The only active ingredient,” said Ms. Hiu! 
dleston, “was their belief.” 

Ms. Huddleston will give her talk “Mind 
body techniques to heal your mind, body and 
soul,” Tuesday, Oct. 1, at Christ Church. She 
will discuss her five steps to prepare for 
surgery and heal faster, how to lessen the side 
affects of chemotherapy, and how love ani 
prayer strengthen the immune system.

Police Sgt. Brian Pattullo sniffed out 
a fire early Sunday morning that might 
otherwise have totally destroyed an 
unoccupied South Main Street house. 


Sgt. Pattullo noticed smoke in the 
roadway as he was passing 305 S. Main 
St. in his cruiser at about 3 a.m. Sun- 
day. It was a cool night and the 
sergeant thought the smoke was proba- 
bly from someone’s wood stove, but he 
thought he’d better check. He returned 
to the small blue house directly across 
from West Knoll Road and saw smoke 
coming from its eaves. He called the 
fire in to the fire station, then began 
banging on the front door. Smoke had 
blackened the windows and he was 
afraid to kick in the door, fearing it 
might make the fire worse. But before 
firefighters arrived moments later, 
flames broke through a rear picture 
window and were shooting into the air 
out the back of the house. 


“The flames were shooting right 
through the roof,” Sgt. Pattullo said.

but was unoccupied at the time of the 
fire. Jerry DeJongh of Wilmington 
owns the house. The tenants’ lease was . 
up at the end of August and the last 
tenant moved out Sept. 6, Deputy Fire 
Chief Robert Boush said Monday. 


The cause of the fire is still undeter- 
mined, but the fire marshal’s office has 
been called in to investigate, according 
to Deputy Boush. 


There was extensive damage to one 
12-foot by 15-foot room at the back of 
the house, where flames broke through 
the roof. There was heavy fire damage 
in the kitchen, and the remainder of 
the first floor suffered heavy smoke 
and heat damage, Deputy Boush said. 
The basement, which is separated into 
a second apartment, suffered water 
damage. 


Police closed Main Street and 
detoured traffic around the fire via 
Hidden Road while firefighters 
brought the fire under control and 
cleaned up afterward. 

Fire Lt. Richard Merola injured a 
hip while fighting the fire.

Housing Authority narrows director search to three

The search for a 
new executive direc- 
tor of the Andover 
Housing Authority 
has been narrowed 
to three finalists. 

The names of the 
three will be 
announced during 
the board’s next 
meeting, Thursday, 
Sept. 26, in the recre- 
ation room at Stowe 
Court.

Douglas N. Howe Jr. and his part- 
ners at Prudential Howe and Doherty 
Real Estate, J.B. Doherty and Chris 
Doherty, are offering what they say is a 
whole new way of selling a home. It’s 
called Value Range Marketing and is 
based on setting the sales price of a 
house in a range rather than at a spe- 
cific dollar figure. 

“All we’re doing is inviting a bigger 
piece of the buying pie to come and 
look at the house,” Mr. Howe said. 
“We’re trying to increase traffic and 
we’re trying to invite offers. And isn’t 
that what marketing is for real estate?” 

In exchange for listing a range in 
which a seller will entertain offers, the 
seller gets more buyers looking at the 
house, according to Mr. Howe. Those 
buyers may be looking to spend less 
than the seller thinks the house is 
worth, or more than the seller thinks 
he or she can get. The bottom line is 
that more traffic generates more offers 
and faster sales, according to Mr. 
Howe. 

“The driving factor has been that 
the sales time (days on market) has 
been reduced by almost 75 percent,” 
Mr. Howe said. “The statistical data 
tells us that the houses are selling at 
fair market value.” 

Value Range Marketing, or VRM, is 
a marketing strategy that originated in 
Australia. The Prudential Real Estate 
Affiliates Inc., which has an affiliation 
with a real estate firm in Australia, 
brought VRM to the United States and 
Canada and it is just now making its 
way to the east coast. Prudential Howe 
and Doherty instituted the program 
last month. 

“We have seen the results of Value 
Range Marketing,” said Mr. Howe. 
“We are confident that we will be able 
to generate the same results here in

Andover.” 

The Prudential started researching 
market data about two years ago, com- 
paring list prices to sale prices. It came 
up with a number of 1 anges of values 
and set them to The Prudential VRM 
Wheel, which has overlapping price 
ranges corresponding to each market 
value. It then tested the idea in South- 
ern California, Colorado and 
Wyoming, in both urban and rural 
environments, and both up and down 
markets. The result was more offers 
and quicker sales, according to Mr. 
Howe. 

“We’re creating an environment to 
bring together the buyer and the sell- 
er,” Mr. Howe said. “What does it 
accomplish? It generally drives a faster 
sale.” 

How it works 

How it works is, say a homeowner 
figures his/her house is worth $210,000. 
Mr. Howe does some research that 


shows the value is really about $199,000 
to $205,000. But when he mentions this 
to the seller, the seller is immediately 
put off or disappointed. That’s not a 
good way to start the relationship 
between seller and realtor. 

But with VRM, the $205,000 market 
value puts the house in Value Range 16 
on the value wheel, which is $190,000 to 
$230,000.The high price covers the opti- 
mistic target of the seller and then 
some, and the low price reaches deeper 
into the market pool. The range gener- 
ates traffic and creates offers, which 
leads to a sale. It also avoids the feel- 
ings on the part of the seller that the 
realtor is setting the price of the house 
too low. 

One reason it works for the seller is 
that the buyer is in a flexible range 
dependent on a variety of factors, 
including what the house needs, the 
mortgage rates, the inventory on the 
market and what the house has for 
unforeseen benefits. While some of 
these can bring up a buyer on the lower 
end of the range, others can also bring 
down value. 

“The market is never static. There is 
always a dynamic. This covers you for 
that,” Mr. Howe said. “The sellers usu- 
ally end up coming down a little bit. 
Almost always the buyer ends up com- 
ing up a little bit.” 

The range also may bring in a buyer 
on the higher end who may see advan- 
tages or potential in a house that leaves 
money for improvements. 

“I’ve got you protected for the per- 
fect buyer who will pay the perfect 
price,” Mr. Howe said. 

Optional service 

Mr. Howe stressed that VRM is 
optional. Some people are uncomfort- 
able with it, and for them a fixed-price 
approach is still available with his

History of the Castle 

Peer Hadley, a park neighbor and 
local historian, together with records 
filed by the Andover Historica] Society, 
which includes Charles Dufton’s arti- 
cle, have helped uncover the fascinat- 
ing history of this section of Andover. 

At the high point at the end of Castle 
Heights Road in the late 19th century, a 
castle was built by John Joyce. Today 
this location is just across from Shaw- 
sheen Plaza. At the turn of the century 
only the Wood estate and a short time 
later the large Curran house existed in 
this area. Today the Wood property 
houses the Lanam Club, the Curran 
house is a condominium and all that 
remains of the castle is some of the

Folk legend Odetta to 


enormous granite blocks and a long, 
high stone retaining wall built to hold 
back the hillside. 

John Joyce and his partner, Mr. 
Curran, formed a company, “Curran 
and Joyce,” which made a large for- 
tune manufacturing tonic drinks in 
South Lawrence during the late 19th 
century. 

The castle, made of solid Deer Island 
granite six inches thick, was a replica 
of an authentic Irish castle remem- 
bered by Mr. Joyce from his native Ire- 
land. The large home with spacious 
views on three sides had 22 rooms, five 
bathrooms, stained glass windows, 
mahogany woodwork and an immense 
Italian marble fireplace. It is rumored 
that Mr. Joyce abandoned his castle 
and fled the country just before World 
War I, when his pro-German leanings 
and activities were discovered. Asa 
native Irishman he had no sympathy 
for an English cause. 

A succession of owners followed the 
Joyces. The Hoffackers, well known in 
Andover, were famous for their grand 
parties held in the late 1930s. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Dufton’s report, the parties 
were flamboyant enough to end a din- 
ner party in his stained-glass-win- 
dowed dining room by proceeding into 
the living room and entertaining his 
guests by throwing crystal champagne 
glasses to shatter in the enormous fire- 
place. When hard times made paying 
the taxes on this large home difficult,

dren. Soon, Mrs. 
Goldman found the 
upkeep too much, so 
they reconstructed 
the carriage house 
located at the end of 
Joyce terrace, taking 
with them many of 
the beautiful fur- 


nishings. 
Although many 
Andover citizens 


hated to see the cas- 
tle razed, no better 
solution was found 
and in August 1941 
the lovely landmark 
was torn down and 
21 houses built on 
the property.

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Streets prior to the start of the parade. 
He had no pulse, according to police 
reports, but doctor on the scene began 
CPR, and fire department EMTs 
arrived with the defibrillator and took 
over. Mr. Hodgdon was revived and 
was alert and talking with his rescuers 
about the parade at Lawrence General 
Hospital. 

Emergency plans put in place ahead 
of time for just such an emergency and 
evacuation worked, police said. 

The only other problem were bee 
stings, about 15 of them, according to 
police and firefighters. But EMTs along 
the route in golf carts equipped with 
bee-sting kits for allergic reactions 
handled all the incidents without too 
much trouble. Chief James Johnson 
said Sunday he’d heard reports from 
officials from other towns who were 
assisting with the parade that they’d 
never seen such a well organized 
parade. 

Along the way 

The parade started on time, which 
was good since many of those along the 
route between Phillips Academy and 
Shawsheen Square had staked out 
their seats since before noon. Clowns 
started down Main Street at 1 p.m. and 
were followed by the rest of the parade 
at 1:30. 

Marion Geldart of Hudson and 
Louise Champagne of Berlin (that’s 
Ber’-lin) had their chairs on the side- 
walk in front of Friendly’s since noon. 
They brought a granddaughter with 
them who had friends in a fife and 
drum corps group in the parade. 

It appeared that the woman who 
landed the nice little grassy spot in 
front of Central Fire station for her 
chair had some pull and it turned out 
she did. “It’s all who you know,” said 
Doris Godin, Fire Chief Harold 
Wright’s mother. She was with Martha 
Wright, the chief’s wife. By 1:15 they’d 
been joined by Janet Boush, Deputy 
Fire Chief Robert Boush’s wife, and the 
Boush’s daughter, Sue Boush. 

Firefighter Jim Landry, on duty at 
the station, explained that the depart- 
ment had parked some of its equipment 
at West Middle School to cover the west 
side of town, and had two trucks and an 
ambulance at Doherty Insurance on 
Elm Street to cover the east side of 
town in the case of an emergency. 

Bill Emmert and his wife, Toki, of 
Charlotte Drive, had taken seats on the 
stoop at 70 N. Main St. at the invitation 
of two women who wouldn’t give their 
names, residents of that house. 

“I was in the pageant 50 years ago. I 
was an Indian,” Mr. Emmert said of the 
300th Anniversary Celebration.

Doesn’t like the 
Phillips traffic solution 


Ed*tor, Townsman: 

I am totally disgusted that $160,000 
could be spent at Phillips and the only 
conclusion they could come up with 1. 
does not get the traffic through the 
area, 2. does not get the kids across the 
Street, 3. will cost twice as much again 
to undo in the future because of taking 
extra land, 4. creates added hazards to 
motorists, and 5. creates horrendous 
danger to bicyclists, and the road will 
Stay that way all year, even after the 
kids go home. 


One good thing is that they were 
smart enough to figure out that a tun- 
nel under the road was not very wise. 
For $740,000, they could have built 
three foot bridges over the highway, 
enclosed and gold plated. The Arthur 
Fiedler and the North Andover High 
School have found that a practical solu- 
tion. Not attractive? At least it could be 
used when necessary. You could plant 
orchids along the fence for that price!

The emergency vehicles can get 
through.

Taxes still aren't paid 
on Champy property 


Editor, Townsman: 

Nearly six months ago, the Andover 
Town Meeting voted the Champy devel- 
opers the rezoning they requested with 
their promise in return that the long 
overdue taxes and interest (totaling 
over $400,000) would soon be paid. 

In spite of the fact that the taxes 
remain unpaid in September, there has 
been a flurry of activity, culminating 
now in the presentation and review of a 
preliminary subdivision plan. The pre- 
sentation of such a plan for property 
that is still in limbo does not seem 
legally valid. 

Are the Champy owners, developers 
and attorneys holding the town of 
Andover hostage? Are they saying in 
effect, “Give us everything we want the 
way we want it and we may pay our 
taxes. Otherwise, forget it.” 

In order to avoid even the appear- 
ance of undue influence, coercion and 
impropriety, the taxes should be paid 
prior to consideration of such a subdi- 
vision plan, not afterward.

Maybe people strolling along the 
boardwalk munching fries aren’t 
thinking about healthful alternatives 
to salt. But the robust flavor of aged 
red vinegar can add spice to life — 
with less than a milligram of sodium 
per ounce. 

One ounce of vinegar has just four 
calories and less than one gram of fat. 

As the story goes, vinegar was dis- 
covered more than 10,000 years ago 
when a cask of wine was left to age too 
long. The oversight produced a liquid 
of such universal appeal, it’s been used

¢ Select a restaurant that offers you 
the options of a salad bar, fresh fish, 
seafood, chicken or steak. 

¢ Concentrate on fresh crab, shrimp 
or lobster salads prepared to your speci- 
fications. Any fresh fish is good. Order 
only lean meats that have been baked, 
broiled, steamed or grilled. Never eat 
deep-fried foods with sauces. If ordering 
beef, have it well done. Always order a 
dinner salad or the salad bar. 

* Quickly glance at the menu. It helps 
if you decide ahead of time what you 
would like. The less you look, the fewer 
temptations. 

- Salad dressings can be tricky. Oil 
and vinegar is your best bet. 

- For a vegetable alternative, 
order an Idaho baked potato.
